ATLANTIC CITY (N. J.,) June 2.—The 
first drowning at the bathing grounds 
for over a year occurred at the foot of 
Illinois avenue today. Charles R. Thomp- 
son of Cleveland and Miss Jennie Grogle, 
aged 21, of . Philadelphia, were in the 
water. Thompson took the young wo- 
man a dangerous distance from the «hore 
to give her #wimiming lessons. They 
were caught in a whirlpool near the boat- 
jetty and, becoming separated, cried for 
help. There Were scores of bathers on 
the sand, but no one started to the rescue, 
and, with a despairing cry, the girl sank 
beneath the waves, while several iooked 
on. 
Robert Brady, a brother of the bath- 
house-keeper; heard the woman's

Grogle’s body has not yet been recovered.

The Police Eager to 
Query Buck. 


Miss Harrington’s Murder a 
Dark Secret. 


Capt. Lees Claims to Have Some 
Evidence Which He Will 
Not Divulge.

SAN FRANCISCO, June 2.—The murder 
of Miss Harrington yesterday in her house 
on Ellis street, and the tragic fete of ex- 


from a cart in Oakland, while on his way 
to San Francisco to explain his connection 
with the woman to the police, were the 
talk of the city today. Ex-Senator Buck's 
physicians said tonight that the injured 
man could not possibly survive, and his 
death is only a question of a few hours. 
When pitched out of the buggy Buck 
struck the ground on his head, fracturing 
the skull. 

While the police will not say definitely 
that they suspect Buck of the murder, 
their actions lead to the belief that they 
think he knows something about it. It has 
been proved that Buck was a constant 
caller on Miss Harrington, and had taken 
her driving and to various resorts. The 
police say that the murder was committed 
by some one intimately acquainted with 
Miss Harrington and her habits. Whoever 
committed the murder let himself in at 
the front door with a key, or rang the 
bell. If Miss Harrington let the man in, 
it was undoubtedly some one with whom 
she was on intimate terms, as she was only 
partially dressed when the murder was 
committed. The police searched through 
the papers found in Miss Harrington's 
room in the hope of finding some clew. 

When asked what the result of the 


“had found certain evidence which he 
could not make public at this time. A 
conference of dectives was held, and at 


its close Chief of Police Crowley, actom- 


panied by u detective, went to Oakland, 
where Senator Buck resides. The detec- 
tives have investigated the statement made 
by Senator Buck's family that he was at 
home at the time the murder was commit- 
ted. When questioned as to the accuracy 
of thie statement, the detective who made 
the investigation avoided the question. 
Owing to Buck's prominence and the fatal 
accident that befell him before he had an 
opportunity to clear himself of the sus- 
picions which have grown up against him, 
or explain his connection with Miss Har- 
rington, the murder has created an amount 
of interest only exceeded by the Emanuel 
Church horrors of a few weeks ago. 

Buck has not regained consciousness 
since the accident last night, and if he 
nad any explanation to offer, it will prob- 
ably never be known.

"MAN OVERBOARD.” 


Eventful Voyage of the French Line 
Steamer La Bourgogne. 
‘ssoclated Press leased-wire Service. 

NEW YORK, June 2.—The French liner 
La Bourgogne, Capt. Le Bouf, from Havre, 
May 25, came into port this morning with 
all her flags at half-mast on account of the 
death of Secretary Gresham. Her officers 
reported two accidents during the vovage. 
Shortly before the La Bourgogne sailed 
from Havre, two saloon-cabin passengers 
came on board. Their names do not ap- 
pear on the ship’s printed passenger list. 
Both were young men named Lawrence. 

On the morning of May 27 John Law- 
rence. was promenading the saloon deck. 
He leaned over the railing and his hat 
fell overboard. In attempting to regain it 
he lost his balance and fell overboard. 
A boat was lowered and proceeded in 
search of the man, but he was never seen. 
He probably got foul of the propeller and 
was killed. The accident cast a gloom 
over the Saloon passengers during the re- 
mainder of the voyage. Lawrence's 
brother would not see any one on his ar- 
rival at quarantine. His feflow-passen- 
gers stated that he was greatly grieved 
over the loss of his brother. Flushing, 
L. I., is believed to be the home of the 
young men. 

On the morning of May 31 a seaman 
named August Guillard, while attending 
to his duties, fell from the hurricane rail. 
The cry “man overboard” was promptly 
given.

As a rule, he has his mind 
pretty well made up when he aske for the 
opifiion of his official ativieera, very 
one who knowe the President and his 
methods inclines to the opinion that the 
appointment of Stone to this high office 
would be quite characteristic. Cleveland 
delights in surprises, The fact that Stone’s 
appointment would be received throughout 
the country as a great surprise would 
make no difference to Cleveland it he 
were once convinced that Stone was the 
man the wanted. 

“When Gresham was chosen, Cleveland 
knew that his appointment would vate 
a storm of indignation from the old Bour- 
bons in ell parts of the country, espe- 
clally in the South, but this did not detes.

TINPLATE WORKERS’ WAGES. 


Mr. Themas F. Niedringhaus, president of 
the St. Louis Tinplate Works, explains 
the reduction of wages made necessary by 
the lowering of the tariff, as follows: 

“In order to meet the disadvantages our 
business will suffer on this account we 
were compelled to make a reduction in 
the wages of the rollers, catchers, doublers. 
and heaters, who number about two hun- 
Under the Wilson bill the fol- 
lowing wages will be paid: Rollers and 
eatchers, $3.71 per ton, netting $8.35 per 
fay of eight hours; doublers, $2.02 per ton, 
netting $4.50 per day of eight hours, And 
heaters, $1.86 per ton, netting $4.15 per 
way of eight hours. Statistics show that in 
Zogland rollers and catchers receive $3.76 
per day; doublers, $2.23, and heaters, $2.10. 
Under the McKinley bill we paid our men 
180 per cent. more than the workingmen 
in the Welsh tinplate works received, and 
even pow, notwithstanding the passage of 
the Wilson dill, which affects our business 
seriously, they are receiving 100 per cent. 
above the wages of the Welsh leborer. The

The establishment of the tinplate manu- 
facturing industry in this country, in the 
face of the adverse comment and active 
opposition of the Democratic, or free-trade 
party, was a great triumph tor the cause 
of protection afforded by the McKinley 
act. in that it was possible toestablish this 
industry. That it was enabled to continue 
Wag due to the fact that the Wilson-Gor- 
ly comparajively 
e@ul 
etead of wiping out altogether the McKin- 
ley duties. Had the latter course been 


taken, the manufacture of tinplate in the 
United States would have been practically 
at an end. 

Under the present tariff the industry 
¢an continue, but at the cost of reduced 
Wages, as above shown, Our free-trade 
friends profess to feel, and doubtless do 
feel. much elated because they have not 
crushed out che industry altogether. In 
exuiting over this fact they take no note 
of the reductions in the wages of Ameri- 
¢an workmen, which are much more se- 
rious in the cases of those receiving lower 
rates of wages than in the cases of the 
bigply-ekilled workers, referred to by Mr. 
Niedringhaus. 

However, the fact should not be lost 
sight of that, even now, American wages in 
this industry are 100 per cent. higher than 
wages paid for the same class of work in 
Great Britain, while under the McKinley 
act American wages averaged 150 per cent. 
higher than British wages.

“is missing the mark.” In Homers time 
hammers were rude and mails were imper- 
fect. When the carpenter missed the iron 
head and struck his fingers, tearing the 
nail from the socket; he missed thé mark. 
Sin is missing the mark. 

Integrity is the opposite. Integrity is 
hitting the mail on the head. When the 
archer drew the bow and sent the arrow 
whizzing to the center, that was integrity. 
When he missed the mark, that was sin. 
Iniquity 1 a dorm. of colossal stupidity. 
When the young archer was learning to 
shoot with the arrow the old and experi- 
enced archer would place his band over 
the youth’e hand on string and bow and 
teach him to draw the bow with strength 
and fire the arrow with precision. If he 
missed the mark he sinned. Every faculty 
of man is a bow. He must learn to shoot 
with precision. In other words, he must 
not disobey the laws of God.

Rev. A. C. Smither preached fo a full 
house at the First Christian Church last 
night upon Peter and the Pope.” Cathol- 
icism rests its claim upon the world upon 
prerogatives and rights supposed to have 
been intrusted to Peter by the Lord Je- 
sus, said the speaker. It the claims of 
the Catholic church with reference to Pe- 
ter be true, then Catholicism is right 
and Protestantism wrong. It these claims 
be false, then Catholiciem is based upon 
a false doctrine and is a false system. In- 
the study of this claim, the* Bible must 
be the source of authority, the ultimate 
appeal. Before the clatins of Catholicism 
can be established, four propositions must 
be ‘substantiated. First, that Christ es- 
tablished a primacy in His church, that 
He conferred any peculiar rights and pow- 
ers upon any one person; second, that this 
primecy ‘was conferred upon Peter, that 

© was made the head of the apestolic 
church, the vicar of Christ; third, that 
these prerogatives, supposed to have been 
conferred upon Peter, were transferable, 
could be transmitted to a successor: 
fourth, that there has bern a line of 
such succetsors from the days of Peter 
till the present time. These propositions 
proved substantiate Catholicism. 
With reference to the g@oposition that 
Christ established a primfacy in His 
church, that He bestowed ‘papal preroga- 
tives upon any one man, jis a doctrine 
entirely unknown in the Word of God. 
In many places in the word of God Christ 
is called head of the church, the chief 
corner-stone, and the church His body. It 
is taught that there was an equality 
among his followers, that chey were to 
eall no man master, that they were breth- 
ren, and were a royal An and 
were made kings and priests unto God, 
and that God was no respecter was a 
declaration of Peter bimself. In all this 
there is no kind of a Pope. t Jesus 
bestowed the headship of His church’ upon 
Peter is based upon a false interpretation. 
on unwarranted, unjustifiable inference 
from one or two passages of ecripture. 
The idea that Peter i¢ the rock upon 
which the church is based is too absurd 
to believe. Furthermore, Peter made no 
claims as to supremacy in the church. 
There is not the slightest hint of it in the 
Bible. On the other hand, he was se- 
verely rebuked by Paul for his weakness 
in dealing with Gentiles. He was the 
weakest, most erring of all the apostles. 
He was too impure for the boly papal 
office, ‘because he had a wife. Further- 
more, it cannot be proved that he was 
ever in Rome, much less that be occupied 
the papa) chair in the eternal city. It is 
eingular that if Peter had such preroga- 
tives conferred upon him, that the other 
apostles knew nothing of it, nor, indeed,

Yesterday morning at il o’clock com- 
munion was celebrated at the Central 
Presbyterian Church in Temperance Tem- 
ple, Rev. N. H. G. Fife, the eloquent di- 
vine, in charge of the First Presbytertan 
Church of Pasadena, delivering the ser- 
mon. Rev. Fife announced as bis text 
Acts xviii, 21, “I must by all means keep 
this feast that cometh in Jerusalem,’ and 
after a brief introduction, said in part: 

“With the prospect before us of ob- 
serving the Lord’s supper, doubtless every 
Christian heart here responds to this 
expression of the apostle. To encourage 
and strengthen this purpose as well as 
to point out some of the-benefits of the 
ordinance itself, I would simply and 
briefly suggest a few thoug*ts: 

.“First—The Christian will say, ‘I must 
by all means keep this ‘feast,’ because it 
is the command of Christ. Were it a 
mere conventional ordinance, a matter of 
outward convenience ard accommodation, 
it might be left to our option whether to 
observe it or not. But it is not so pre- 
sented. It comes to us associated with 
the names of confessors and martyrs who 
found in it strength with which to Lonor 
the Master; it comes with à higher author- 
ity. He who left the glory He had with 
the Futher and came to earth on our be- 
half; who laid down His life for us and 
now lives and reigns on high to carry for- 
ward the purposes of His love, says: ‘Do 
this in remembrance of Me.’ We cannot, 
therefore, decline to observe this or- 
dinance without setting aside the author- 
ity of Him to whom we are indebted for 
all we are or hope hereafter to enjoy. 

= The words of Jesus that night

“Third—The Christian says:: ‘I must 
keep this feast,’ because it is one of the 
appointed means of grace. The word of 
God, prayer and the sacraments are the 
outward means whereby Christ communi- 
cates to us the benefits of redemp<ion.’ 

“Fourth—This feast is a sign and means 
of Christian fellowship. At the. Lord's 
table there is a manifestation of oneness, 
all testifying to the same ruth and pro- 
fessing the same dependence and faith. 
Hence the believer says: ‘I must keep 
this feast,“ because there is expressed 
therein so much of that brotherly kind- 
ness, forebearance and mutual helpfulness

In view of all these things does it not 
appear that this ordinance is one of great 
blessing, from which no disciple can will- 
ingly absent himself without delng diso- 
bedient to the command of Christ, ungrate- 
ful to Him who has asked us to remem- 
ber His dying love, and turning away 
from one of the means of grace and one 
of the pledges of final triumph and vic- 
tory over sin and the world. In response 
to His invitation, ‘Come, for all things 
are now ready,’ be it ours to respond, 
though conscious of being unworthy, 

Just as I am! Thy love unknown 

Hath broken every barrier down. 
Nam to be Thine, yea, Thine alone, 
O Lamb of , I-come.’”’ 

FIRST CONGREGATIONAL. 

The subject chosen by the pastor, Dr: 
W. F. Day, “Why Some Fail to Find 
Truth in Religion,” was based upon 
the words found in Jeremiah xxix, 13: “Ye 
shall seek Me and find Me, when ye shall 
search for Me with all your hearts.”’ 

Said the speaker: The message of the 
Master is very matter of fact, straight- 
forward and clear. He speaks of princi- 
ple to be woven into the daily life. From 
His standpoint, that life is most real, 
which is most religious; most naturally, 
most attractively so. Some say ‘we do 
not understand what the religious life is 
to be.’ For such as are willing to be 
helped, we have chosen our subject, and 
shall give some of the reasons why they 
fail to find religion a reality in their ex- 
periences. 

First, they have accepted a wrong ideal 
of religion. The. simplest things require 
the simplest experiences. But to these 
religion is a dream of the morbid mind; 
something to De received and carried as a 
parcel.. ‘Such a man,’ say they, got re- 
ligion at a revival at such a time.’ To 
others, religien is sensational; it is disa- 
greeable; something to be simply endured, 
meritorious in proportion to its disagree- 
Ableness. This idea is shot all through 
mediaeval ideas of religion, and it sub- 
sists at the present time. To other minds, 
religion consists in a series of sensations, 
of peculiar feelings, repentante deep, tear- 
ful, succeeded by an ecstacy of joy that 
will make the world look different. These 
do not perceive that such experiences in- 
sisted upon would make the world selfish, 
enshrine self in the heart’s deep temple 
in place of the Savior. There are those 
whose glowing imaginations are in danger 
of allowing their rhetoric to run away 
with reality in relating their experiences, 
And yet the poetic do not need to be pro- 
saic. Poetical imagery abounds in the 


Psalms and glows in the visions of Isaiah. 
Rare experiences, based upon actual facts, 
demand magnificent words and glowing 
imagery to express the visions of truth 


| enat have been revealed in the soul-life. 


Others copy these, but it lacks the echo 
of reality; the sublimest thinking and 
feeling of the soul that has most compre- 
hended God, clothes itself naturally in the 
loftiest language. But the pose of the 
hawk upon a rock is not the sweep of the 
eagie through the sky; the thought of an 
Isaiah may te the common-place of a 
man on a lower plane. 

“Again, a wrong idea of what is re- 
quired to become a Christian makes some 
doubt its reality. Weeping, vivid convic- 
tions of sin, protracted, tumultuous, pain- 
ful; these are claimed as necessary, but 

be enforced by individual effort 
and the conclusion is reached that what 
we fail to realize is not worth realizing. 
Many have become Christians after these 
experiences, more common fifty years ago 
than now, but perhaps these might well be 
left with the past. Perhaps it would be 
better for the present type of piety, if 
there were a more pungent conviction of 
sin; yet these are rather incidental than 
essential. ‘Now is the accepted time; to- 
day is long enough to secure eternal life, 
tomorrow is never long enough to justify 
procrastination. The beginning of a Chris- 
tian life is the giving of one’s self to God, 
and the devotion of self for the best for 
his fellow-men. 

“Again, a wrong life may be at the bot- 
tom of this disinclination to begin a di- 
vine life. There are those who want to be 
Christians, who understand the way, but 
they shrink from the disl ment of the 
wrong in their lives, and s disinclina- 
tion to the ‘ceasing to do evil’ brings a 
growing deadness to all that is sweet and 
attractive in the higher, ‘learning .to do 
well.’ The longer we turn away from the 
light, the less do we desire the light. The 
soul’s cry ‘I must have my birthright,’ is 
stifled by the dread of revealing self to 
a. the awaking of the consciousness of 

n. 

“A wrong use of such light and such 
truth as we may have; some verity which 
each one of us has, which we believe will 
stand when God looks at it, prevents 
many from finding the reality of a relig- 
lous experience. That one truth is the 
key to higher verities, the use we make 
of it, not speculating about it but obeying 
its behest—this is the duty of every man. 
Truth can never be other than truth, but 
it may be lost by the use we fail to make 
of it; it may be a football, or a crown of 
glory; it is at our peril if we fail to value 
the truth, confided in us. Dr. Bushnell, 
never afraid of discussion or argument, 
but the master of them, says: To be al- 
ways thinking, debating, scheming in ref- 
erence to the great questions of religion, 
without using any of the talents that be- 
long more appropriately to God and the 
receiving of God, is the way to extirpate 
the talents most rapidly and so to close 
the mind in spiritual darkness. God is 
known only by those that receive Him into 
„their love, their faith, their deep want 
known only as He is enshrined within.“ 

“To the faithful Christian experiences 
will come where they are most needed. 
Just now your great concern is not how 
you feel, but what are you doing; how 
are you honoring the truth, the ray of 
light confided 
great flood of light, bearing you up to 
glorious experiences, thank God for it, 
but if this is denied you, be comforted. 
The great question is, not how much en- 
joyment you are having in God, but what 
duty waiting for you to discharge, are 
you doing for Him. It any man will do 
His will, he shall know of the doctrine.’ ’’
